Railrozad employees reported that on 11 July 1948, five freight trains, of 
forty to fifty cars each, were observad on sidings at Kilstrin-Kiets, They had 
been there since & July, constantly under steam, Cars were marked "Caution -- 


Danger-oInflammable," Local German railroad personnel believed they were loaded 


with cans of gasoline, Thirty new locomotives of the Cstlok type used by the 
Germans to service the eastern front during the war were also observed, They 
were reported to have been in Kitstrin-Kietz for a week but not under stean, 
Unusually large numbers of Russian Army signel corns cableelaying trucks were 
observed between Kiistrin-Kiets and Mincheberg.
